Teacher Shortage Prompts NEA Move

The increasing shortage 
of teacheis in all areas is 
causing a widespread con- 
cern and a demaiid for 
promiil action. 

This week, the National 
Educational Associa- 
tion (NEA) announced that 
it would pressure Congress 
to approve a If hillloa "ui^nt 
needR" education program de- 
signed to increase teacher salar- 
ies in an attempt to attract ad- 
ditional qualified persons into 
teaching. 

Janie» Akin, director of teach- 
er placement, said there is a 
definite shortage of graduates 
entertug the teaching profession. 

"The only graduates who esn'fr 
go ont and obtain a pouiiiun 
right away are ones who have 
Bpoelffe loeation ne oda , for az- 
ample. married 
Akin aatd. 



The Kanaas Board of Bduca- 
tion was faced with 723 teacher 
vmeanelea this tall. Bmergeney 

steps were taken to loosen re- 
strictions on teacher accredita- 
tion to relieve the shorUge. 

THK KHORT.^CJK hit the ele- 
mentary level the hardest. "The 
shortage is getting more critical 
in the fields which already are 
critical." Aiken said. Besides 
elementary teaching. Akin listed 
special education, mathematics, 
science, English and women's 
physical education as typieal of 
the critical fields. 

AtiollH'r indication of the lack 
of future teachera was the an- 
nouncement last week hr Boh 
Morrow. Senate chairman, that 
the rolle^'f of i<:ducation would 
be allotted only two Mnatora In- 
stead of three because of an en- 
rollment decrease. 

Akin sees the proposed NEA 
action as "a sign of the times."

A MICHI»AN SUte Univerrity 
study shows that mora than om- 
half of all beginning teachers 
leave the profession by the end 
of their second year of service. 
The study mentlMod tow sal- 
aries and poor working condi- 
tions as reasons for the high 
drop-out rate. 

"Regardless of how fine the 
conditions In education may be, 
HO long aH we have so many 
women entering the profession 
after eollege, wa must expect a 
large drop-out after two or three 
or four years," Akin said.

Brui rubbing!, made from 
medieval BngUsh bnoB tomb- 
stones in British Iste village 
churches, are an increasingly 
popular art form. 

The metal ptcturei are en- 
gr&Ted in the form of the peo- 
ple they memorialize and In- 
laid in the marble floors and 
walls of the churches. 

WHEN covered with white 
paper and rubbed with a blaek 
crayon, the details of the brass 
design are reproduced. 
Mrs. Ann Gish, Manhattan 
resident, returned last spring 
from four years In Bnglwd and 
brought with her a ooUectlon of 
brass rubbings made there. She 
had a one-man exhibition and 
sale in the Union last summer. 

"It may take as long as two 
or three hours to rub some of 
the brasses," Mrs. Olsh said. 

ALTHOUGTH the brasses 
are not identical to the people 
they represent, they are in dress 
appropriate to their periods or 
professions. The ancient fig- 
ures, dating from 1072 to 1778. 
range In size from six inches to 
seven feet high. 

Many of the brasses in Eng- 
land were mutilated or de- 
stroyed during the Information 
and Bngland's civil wars. Only 
about 4,000 remain today. 

Churches normally al- 
low brass rubbing any time 
services are not in progress. 
An average of %1M is charged 
by most parishes fbr rubbing, 
although the price may be 
hii^r lor UmmM brasses, .

"The Passover Plot" 



"The Passover Plot" is defi- 
nitely not the book to give your 
minister for ChrlstmaB. Hugli 
Schonfield, the book's author, 
•et out tn fact to prove that 
Jesus was a Messiah only 
through his own Hciieiniiig. 

Thus the title of the book, 
"The PaMKJver Plot; a plot 
completely engineered by a 
JesuB genuinely convinced that 
he was the anticiimted Messiah 
tiroinised in Isaiah and other 
bibical books. 

THE TITLE of the book 
reads as If it were a novel and 
in parts the book reminds the 
reader of one. Hut Schonfield, 
a well-published l)il)i('al scholar, 
produced anything but a work 
of fiction. 

His intent, he tells us, was 
"to sift and i>robe to get at the 
larts wiiich have not been com- 
pletely or exactly represented, 
but to which the documents 
sometimes insensibly and un- 
wittingly contribute their quota 
of valuable evidence." And this 
he does attemjtt to do in the 
course of his text. 

For example, he asserts that 
Jesus was able to convince 
many of his fellow Jews that 
he was the awaited Messiah be- 
cause the scriptures that "for 
many years had been the meat 
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and drink of the soul of Jesus'* 
had informed him of events 
would occasion the coming of 
the Messiah. 

THUfl ItHUS ordered kls dis- 
ciples to get him an ass upon 
which he could enter Jerusalem 
because he knew that Zecharlah 
read: "Rejoice greatly, O 
daughter of Zlon; shout. O 
daughter of Jerusalem: behold, 
thy ting coiiieth unto thee, 
riding upon an ass." 

And the rejection, ill-treat- 
ment, and execution of Jesus 
all were anticipated and 
planned for because Jesus 
earnestly believed he was the 
Messiah. As Schonfield says, 
"He plotted and schemed with 
the utmost skill and resource- 
fulness, sometiiaes making sec- 
ret arrangements, taking ad- 
vantage of every circumstance 
conducive to the attainment of 
his objectives." 

The above examplfes hardly 
do lustloe to flelionlteld's care- 
ful treatment of the events 
comprising Jesus' life and min- 
istry. Those events are dis- 
cussed in two different ways. 

PART t of the book, "The 
Man Who Believed He Was 
MeSMah," GOftifAi of an in- 
formal chronicle and commen- 
tary on the meMianic hope of 



the age and Jesus' belief that 
he fulfilled that hope. 

Part 11. "The Source and 
Growth of the Legend." covers 
the same material, but this time 
the approach is more scholastic. 
By the time I reached Part 11, T 
found my interest flagging. ^ 

But this is not to say that 
Schonfleld's book is dull. It is 
anything but that and I recom- 
mend it simply because it is 
provacative. Any book that pur- 
ports to prove that Jesus was a 
misguided but well-meaning 
man is bound to be provacative. 

THE FatliOWIKO passage 
is a good example. "There was 
nothing peculiar about the 
birth of Jesus. He was not God 
incarnate and no virgin mother 
bore him. The church In its 
ancient zeal fathered a myth 
and became hound to it as 
dogma." 

Surely Schonfleld's book 
would have earned him univer- 
sal revilement a few hundrad 
years ago. Instead, today lt,,_^ 
sells thousands of copies and W 
is advertised as a bestseller. A 
sign of the times? 

And so I recommend the 
book. It will amuse you at the 
least and It may stimulate 
thought. But I doubt if it will 
convince or satisfy you. The 
trouble with the book, as I see 
it, is that Schonfield too ob- 
viously lets his theory deter- 
mine his evidence. It is ironic 
that his attempt "to sift and 
probe to get at the facts" led 
him to construct his own rather 
tenuous interpretation of the 
facts. 

The back Jacket of the book 
suggests that "this book 
may shatter your faith ... or 
strengthen it. It may awe you, 
or anger you. But you will not 
he able to dismiss the evidence 
It presents, or the message it 
delivers." I suggest you read 
the book and 8«ie for yourself. 
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Spock and Baez mean nothing to me,

Should be noticed and praised on the great Senate floor.

KanBaa Selective Service 
quotoa continue to parallel 
witii national Increaaea, al- 
thougb Maaliattan and 
Liawrence local boards re- 
ported steady or decreasing 
induction calls for the 
months of January and 
S^ruaiy. 

Kansas Selectiye Senrloe 
mploye praaeis Martin aald In- 
dnetlon calls for January and 
February of this year are con- 
siderably larger than last year. 
Tiie eomhiaed total tft Jaaaary, 
February and March Induction 
numbers is 1,071 compared to 
484 for the aam fhraa BMefha la 

1967. 

Local quotas note a decrease, 
however. Seventeen BWB were 
called for pre-inductlon physi- 
cals this month In Riley Connty, 
but none are to be Inducted. One 
person volunteered for enlist- 



"THIH I« mainly due to the 
fact that so many local students 
have t-fl dttferaMnta and the 
quota Is taken care of largely by 
volunteers," a local draft board 
employe aald. 

A similar Hituuliun exlHls iii 
Lawrence. Twenty have been 
ealtod for phyaical exami nations 
In Jannary. but the Induction 
quota la only wveo. 

Discontent with current Re- 
lective Service requirements 
concerning defermenta has been 
echoed on K-mate'a and KU's 
campuses. 

"I THINK current laws con- 
cerning the atndent are unfair," 
a K-SUte atndent aald. "Por 
example, where I come from, the 
draft quota ia fairly high. As a 
result, student defer uieutK are 
aboat a« rare a« albino tlgem,"

quired for graduation. This 
means, according to the new 
dratt la^r. that draft age ata- 
dents muHt take one*fourth of 
their hours each year to relaiB 
a l>8 elaaaltleatlon.

ANOVram prcAlem atudmila 
face is draft quotas from their 
local draft boards. For example, 
two sophomores, one from 
Wyaadotta Coaaty aad the other 
tron Badgw lch, vara raeeatly 
classified hy thair leaal draft 
boards. 

The Sedgwick Coaaty atndent 
had completed 25 hours hlR 
freshmen year, the minimum re- 
quired for aophomm* elawlHaa" 
tlon. The Wyandotte student 
finished 2t hours his first year. 
The sophomore with fewer hours 
was claMlflad 2-8 by his local 
board whflo the tt-hoar atndaat 
received a 1-A classification. 

."I THIKK that the draft laws 
are completely chaotic." the 

draft eligibto I^Vdaat said. "Be- 
cause my loeal hoard's quota 
waa high. I got tte ahatt.** 

"Possibly the colleges could 
aid In this solution," a KU stu- 
dent aald. "They could help 
classify students according to 
eurrtculuniH which would clear 
up a liil lit discuiileiil."

vacancies this fall. Emergency 
atapa were taken to loosen re- 
atrMloaa oa teacher aaaradlla- 
tlOB to relieve the shortage. 

THM HMmTAGK hit the ele- 
meatary laval the hardest. "The 
shortage la getting more critical 
la the fielda Which already are 
erttlcal," Aiken said. Besides 
elementary teaching. Akin Hated 
qMdal educatloa. mathOTiatlca, 
science, English and woomb's 
physical education aa typical of 
the critical fields.

Dead Week Time 
For Assessment 

It seems entirely appropriate during dead 
week — the threshold of final week — to assess 
where "education*' takes place, and to discover 
for what purposes a unlverrity education later 
will be used. 

Research has proven that rats living in an 

educationally enriched environment (with small 
ladders, wheels and swings) develop better prob- 
lem-solving minds than their separated, educa- 
tionaUy deprived brothers. 

IF A HUKAH anology can be drawn from the 
research* It Is this: that the art. movies, discus- 
sions, books, plays and speakers which surround 
a person determine what kind of probl«n<40lv- 
ing mind that person develops. 

How much of this "cultural" association re- 
sults from Jthe classroom and how much from 
outside activities varies considerably in differ- 
ent persons. Whatever the proportion, the total 
makes up the problem-solving mind. 

FIVE YEARS FROM next week's finals, the 
facts, relations and the subjects will be nearly 
forgotten — only a developed or undervelop^ 
problem-solving mind will remain. 

Bduoation, then, Is more of an experience in 
thtnklfig and solving problems than in memoris- 
ing any concrete facts which only change In a 
oontinually faster-changing world. 

It has been predicted that the college genera- 
tion will change its total life work at least tkree 
times during iU lifetime. 

COMTBABY TO society's belief, what is 
needed during final week Is not late night cram- 
ming, but more country walks for Intuition and 
animated bull sessions for stimulated thinking. 

The ability to think should be the end product 
of each course, because it is the benefit of educa- 
tion. — bUi buaenberg.

Todays Collegian 
End of an Era 

The end of an era has arrived with today's 
Collegian, the last daily afternoou Collegian to 
be pubUihed at K-State. Next ■emetter will 
tnliar In tlia 1>egliiiiliig of a' morning daily 061- 
legian. 

Collegians have been published dally since 
Sept. 13, 1949, when the editor at the time wrote, 
"From this day forward tlie Collegian will he 
published Monday through Friday, five days a 
waek, oome Ml or hlgli water." 

WSUif THE HBLL came immediately, ae 
anyone who has ever been associated with pub- 
lishing a daily newspaper well knowB. The high 
water tooli a while longer but finally arrived in 
1951 when nearly all of Manhattan east of the 
University was under water. 

Since then, the waters have subsided, but the 
bell of publisbing a daily CioUegian wbile en- 
rolled and Bnppoaedly attending classes con- 
tinues unabated. 

The first special "extra" edition of the Col- 
legian came on May 23, 1950, during the weeic 
between the spring and summer semesters. The 
first "extra" explained the 10th K-State Preiri- 
dent James A. McCain replacing President Mil- 
ton Eisenhower. 

SINCK ITS 1\('KPTI0N in 1949 as a daily 
afternoon newspaper, 37 Collegian editors and 
their staffs have attempted to keep Collegian 
readers abreast of the campus scene primarily, 
with a bit of news from tbe "ontiide world" 
tossed in for good measmre. 

Numerous typographical changes have taken 
place since the Collegian became an afternoon 
daily. Column rules deleted and new headline 
type are some of the more noticable changes, 
all of wbieb came about to Increase readability. 

During tbe past 18 and one-faalf yearn K- 
Staters have seen 2,749 issues of tbe dally after- 
noon Collegian roll off the presses. Until Sep- 
tember of 1966 the Collegian was printed on the 
old letterpress and since then a more efficient 
and faster offset press has been doing the work. 

MEW rum ABE being carried out pres- 
enUy to assist with tbe publication of the morn- 
ing Collegian next semester. 

Neil Brdwten, the first daily afternoon Col- 
legian editor in 1949, and his staff published 
648 pages during that first semester. Since then 
the Collegian has been growing larger, and we 
hope better, each semester until the present one 
which baa seen 968 pages produeed, many in 
color. 

Strange occurrences sometimes have resulted 
when the Collegian was striving to be the first 
newspaper in the state with a story such as 
Nov. 22, 1963, when the first half of the Col- 
legian printed bad tbe regular front page and 
the second half bad to be changed to include 
news of the assasinatlon of Pretident John P. 
Kennedy. 

WHEN THK OLD Auditorium burned during 
the night of Jan. 15, 1965, Collegian staff mem- 
bers and printers worked through the night in 
order to have all the available news of tbe fire 
In print and distributed before students arrived 
on campus for their eight o'clock classes. 

Regardless of how great or how slight the 
news of the day has been in the past, the daily 
afternoon Collegian has always done its best to 
bring tbe news to you. 

The Collegian bas suffered and rejoiced daily 
through the good and lean years of athletics, 
held its breath anxiously before the annual 
Royal Purple Queen was announced and re- 
ported diligently on what was or was not accom- 
^ jpltsbed at weekly Senate meetings. 

AS THE BlimiR said in (bat fint dally af- 
ternoon Collegian 18 and oaerbalf years ago, 
"This is the beginning of the great experiment 
It's your newspaper. We hope you like it."

First of all, a distinetloB must be made between a 
elaasroom lecture and a convocation. True, botli are 
ujiinion -all education is opinion accepted to a certain 
degree. Tbe teacber spills bis intellectual beans and the 
stndeats gobble them up, often having no more opinion 
than in yMterday'a aaalgsmaat oa vhieh to mahe value 
Judgmenta. 

But oh controversial Issues aoeh aa the Vietnam war. 
college atudents as a rule are better-Informed and likely 
have already drawn tentative conelaaions. Because one 
can talk directly to tbe teacber, there Is certainly no 
need to picket in tbe c]a<isroom. Convocation speakera 
are not often so convenient. Alore importantly, atgna may 
have as much to say aa the speaker. 

As President McCain would say, this matter "involves 
tbe basic miaslon of the University. " Convocation speak- 
ers and picketers alike play a role in making the 'well- 
ronaded atudent' rather than the one-sided or bsilov 
one. McCain would do well to consider his role at con- 
vocations as not to Introduce speakers but to Introduce 
thought.

You are all aware of the extreme militancy which 
has disrupted the normal activities of many coUegea 
and nnlverattlea tn recent montha and reoultod In de- 
struction, of property, injury to persons, eevere disci- 
plinary action and much personal recrimination. Stu- 
dents, faenlty and administrators In several of tlieae 
Institutiona have, after the fact, met and drawn np 
policy atatementa designed to prevent a reearrenoe by 
eatabllahlng gnldellnea for the future. '
